Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1951 .  Dr.  Eedy  resigned  his  appointment  on  the  1st  October,  1951 
whereupon  Dr.  Preston,  the  Standing  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  took  over  the  duties  of  the  Office. 

There  has  been  an  insignificant  drop  in  the  total  population 
compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  321  births  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
18.09  per  1,000  of  the  population  which  is  greater  than  the  national 
rate  (15.5)  and  greater  than  last  year  when  there  were  318  births. 

The  still  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  is  0.39 
compared  with  the  national  rate  of  0.36  and  with  6.44  in  your  area 
last  year. 

There  were  181  deaths  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  six  over 
last  year.  The  death  rate  per  1,000  population  is  10.20  and 
although  this  rate  is  greater  than  that  of  last  year  (9.66)  it  is  lower 
than  the  national  figure  of  12.5- 

There  were  no  deaths  during  the  year  attributed  to  puerpereal 
sepsis,  but  there  was  one  death  from  accidental  haemorrhage  of 
pregnancy. 

Deaths  of  Infants  Under  One  Year  of  Age. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  that  the  infant  mortality  rate 
is  43.61  for  all  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  Although  this  rate  is 
a  great  reduction  compared  with  53.46  last  year  it  is  still  well  above 
the  national  rate  of  29.6.  By  reference  to  the  table  giving  the 
infant  mortality  rate  from  1942  onwards  it  will  be  seen  that 
whereas  the  national  rate  has  shown  a  steady  decline  the  rate  for 
your  district  has  had  very  large  fluctuation.  These  fluctuations 
are  due  to  the  small  numbers  which  are  dealt  with  in  a  population 
of  the  size  of  the  district.  A  very  small  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  can  cause  a  quite  alarming  rise  in  the  rate  in  question.  It 
therefore  behoves  us  to  be  very  careful  in  our  interpretation  of 
rates  which  are  applicable  to  small  populations.  If  we  refer  to  the 
table  showing  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  it  will  be  seen  how 
badly  the  illegitimate  children  fare  compared  with  the  legitimate 


children.  The  rates,  which  can  be  compared,  reveal  that  the  mor¬ 
tality  rate  amongst  illegitimate  children  is  nearly  twice  that  for  the 
legitimate.  This  is  related  to  the  fact  that  many  illegitimate  chil¬ 
dren  are  not  wanted  and  therefore  are  not  given  the  proper  care 
and  attention.  Lack  of  care  and  attention  is  often  caused  by  the 
necessity  for  the  mother  to  go  out  to  work  in  order  to  provide  for 
herself  and  her  baby.  Consequently  the  baby  is  left  with  different 
people  and  subject  to  variable  attention  during  the  mother’s  absence 

Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  shows 
a  reduction  on  the  figure  of  last  year.  Nineteen  of  twenty-nine 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  hospital.  This  rather  high 
rate  for  hospitalisation  of  Scarlet  Fever  is  due  to  the  overcrowded 
condition  which  pertained  in  the  homes  and  the  presence  of  young 
susceptible  children. 

It  is  regrettable  to  note  that  two  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred 
during  the  year,  the  two  cases  occurred  in  adults.  The  occurence 
of  these  two  cases  in  the  district  may  help  to  convince  parents 
that  diphtheria  is  still  present  in  our  midst.  The  great  reduction 
in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  is  entirely  due  to  the  immunisation 
campaign.  It  is  our  aim  to  maintain  as  nearly  as  possible  a  100  per 
cent,  state  of  immunisation  in  pre-school  and  school  children.  It 
has  been  estimated  that  full  control  of  the  disease  can  only  be 
obtained  if  more  than  75  per  cent,  of  these  children  are  immunised. 

Child  Welfare. 

Good  work  is  done  amongst  the  mothers  of  the  district  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinics.  Mothers  are  given  advice  on  the  care  and 
health  of  their  infants,  but  despite  our  efforts  the  uptake  of  cod 
liver  oil  or  adexoline  and  orange  juice  is  only  a  small  proportion  of 
the  potential  uptake.  In  other  words  only  about  30  per  cent,  of 
the  children  are  receiving  these  very  valuable  additions  to  their 
diet.  As  no  cost  is  entailed  it  has  to  be  concluded  that  this  low 
uptake,  about  the  lowest  in  the  county,  is  due  to  apathy  on  the 
part  of  the  parents. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  Health  Commit¬ 
tee  for  their  able  and  active  support,  also  my  colleagues  in  the 
other  departments.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting,  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
3lst  December,  1951. 

The  report  which  is  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  last  year  shows 
steady  progress  has  been  made  and  that  the  level  of  food  hygiene 
has  been  maintained  and  even  improved. 

The  high  cost  of  property  repairs  and  improvements  still 
causes  the  department  much  concern  and  the  increasing  damage  in 
the  area  arising  from  mining  subsidence  creates  much  extra  work 
and  causes  unavoidable  delay  in  the  execution  of  repair  works.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  many  tenants  are  themselves  installing  electric 
lighting,  modern  fireplaces,  constant  hot  water  supply  and  other 
improvements  which  the  local  authority  have  no  legal  power  to 
request  and  are  thus  providing  those  additional  comforts  which  are 
automatically  an  essential  part  of  every  modern  home. 

During  the  year  the  control  of  your  public  cleansing  service 
was  transferred  from  the  Surveyor’s  Department  to  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  immediately  every  effort  was  made  to  in¬ 
crease  the  amount  of  salvage  collected  by  means  of  posters,  pamph¬ 
lets,  shop  window  exhibitions  and  personal  appeal.  The  success  of 
this  effort  can  be  judged  by  the  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  as 
shown  in  the  report. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  you 
for  the  interest  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  for  your 
support  at  all  times,  also  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and 
advice  which  I  have  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and 
other  Chief  Officers  and  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the  Department 
for  their  loyal  and  efficient  work  throughout  the  year.

MANSFIELD  WOODHOUSE. 

No  additions  were  made  to  the  works  during  the  year.  The 
samples  of  effluent  taken  during  the  year  were  all  classified  as  ‘Good’ 

The  number  of  properties  drained  into  the  Mansfield  Corpora¬ 
tion  works,  under  agreement,  was  522  on  December  31st. 

FOREST  TOWN. 

This  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal  works 
situated  in  the  Rural  District  of  Southwell  area.  The  number  of 
properties  connected  thereto  was  1,134  on  December  31st. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  following  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  development  of  the  Park  Road  Site  : - 

120  yards  9  inch  sewer. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  responsibility  for  the  administration  and  control  of  your 
refuse  removal  service  was  transferred  from  the  Surveyor’s  depart¬ 
ment  to  the  Public  Health  department  on  the  1st  April,  the  super¬ 
vision  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Foreman,  in  October 
you  appointed  a  Working  Supervisor  and  it  was  then  possible  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

Collection  is  carried  out  by  three  teams  each  consisting  of  a 
driver/loader  and  two  ashbinmen  and  these  teams  share  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  a  spare  man,  the  vehicles  used  by  these  teams  are  Ford 
Thames  7  cu.  yd.  side  refuse  loaders  fitted  with  hydraulic  end  tipp¬ 
ing  gear,  and  in  addition  an  old  vehicle  has  been  retained  for 
stand-by  duty  and  is  also  used  two  days  each  week  for  collection 
from  new  housing  estates. 

A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  and  extended  to  all 
but  a  few  outlying  premises. 
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Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Sills’  Quarry  tip 
and  at  New  Mill  Lane  tip  where  agricultural  land  is  being  levelled 
to  provide  easier  cultivation. 

The  salvage  position  has  been  exceptional  and  fantastic  prices 
have  been  realised,  the  market  collapsed  in  April,  1952,  but  salvage 
collection  has  been  continued  in  the  hope  that  trading  at  a  normal 
level  will  be  resumed.

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RODENT  CONTROL — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 

1949. 


The  Council  s  duties  under  the  above  Act  continued  to  be 
effectively  carried  out  during  the  year  under  review.  Readiness  on 
t  he  part  of  occupiers  of  premises  to  report  any  infestations  im¬ 
mediately  they  arose,  together  with  careful  survey  of  susceptible 
properties,  again  combined  to  obviate  any  necessity  for  the  service 
of  notices  and  the  institutions  of  proceedings  as  empowered  by  the 
Act.  Only  two  major  rats  infestations  were  treated,  the  bulk  of 
those  dealt  with  being  of  a  minor  character.  This  agreeably  small 
extent  of  infestation  is  no  doubt  a  refiction  of  sewerage  systems 
v  hich  aie  themselves  free  of  harboured  rodents.  No  test  baiting 
of  the  systems  wa^  carried  out  this  year  in  view  of  the  last  three 
annual  operations  having  all  produced  negative  results.  The  Min¬ 
istry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  continue  to  play  a  valuable  part 
in  rodent  control  work  by  periodically  affording  opportunities  for 
joint  consultation  between  themselves,  neighbouring  authorities 
and  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  ;  and  by  readily  obtain¬ 
ing  and  forwarding  information  of  a  technical  nature  which  is 
occasionally  needed  in  the  course  of  treatments.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  three  nuisances  arising  from  the  emission  of 
of  smoke  were  dealt  with,  one  case  involved  a  heating  stove  in  a 
factory  and  the  nuisance  was  abated  by  the  use  of  smokeless  fuel, 
one  case  concerned  Crown  premises  and  the  Ministry  of  Works 
executed  modifications  to  the  boilers  and  obviated  any  cause  for 
complaint,  the  third  case  was  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion 
by  the  abolition  of  the  boiler  plant  at  a  colliery  upon  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  an  electrification  scheme.  One  colliery  in  the  district  still 
continues  to  pollute  the  atmosphere,  this  emission  of  smoke  could 
no  doubt  be  considerably  reduced  if  better  quality  fuel  were  avail- 
abla  for  the  furnaces. 

SHOPS  ACT  1950. 

Inspections  of  shops  under  this  Act  are  concerned  with  the 
health  and  comfort  of  shop  workers  and  attention  is  paid  to  heat¬ 
ing,  lighting,  ventilation  and  provision  of  washing  facilities  and 
sanitary  conveniences.  Only  minor  defects  were  observed  and 
these  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936  :  CAMPING  SITES, 

AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district  but  the 
small  number  of  persons  who  wish  to  solve  their  housing  difficul¬ 
ties  by  living  in  moveable  dwellings  apply  to  the  Council  for  a 
licence  authorising  these  dwellings  to  be  placed  on  individual 
sites  and  these  applications  are  dealt  with  according  to  the 
circumstances  applicable  in  each  case. 
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During  the  year  the  following  applications  were  dealt  with:- 

1  new  licence  granted  for  12  months. 

2  licences  refused. 

1  licence  renewed  for  12  months. 

Four  unlicensed  moveable  dwellings  were  discovered  during 
routine  inspections,  these  were  removed  from  the  sites  before  the 
permitted  period  under  the  Act  expired;  an  undertaking  to  remove 
a  moveable  dwelling  given  the  previous  year  was  also  fulfilled,  one 
unlicensed  dwelling  where  a  licence  was  refused  was  not  removed 
from  the  site  at  the  end  of  the  year.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  is  now  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the 
district  and  this  used  only  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  for 
cottagers  and  private  persons  authorised  to  slaughter  their 
own  pigs  bv  the  Ministrv  of  Food. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933. 

One  licensed  slaughterman  did  not  apply  for  renewal  of  his 
licence  for  the  year  under  review,  leaving  a  total  of  twenty  persons 
holding  licences  issued  by  the  Council  under  this  Act. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  onlv  issue  licences  for  the  slaughter

of  pigs  for  home  consumption  where  a  licensed  slaughterman 
is  employed,  and  in  cases  of  emergency  a  Cash  Captive  Bolt 
humane  slaughtering  pistol  can  be  borrowed  from  the  Health 
Department. 
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The  Hag  Flock  &  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

This  Act  replaced  the  Rag  Flock  Acts  1911  and  1928  and  came 
into  operation  on  1st  November,  1951,  it  required  the  registration 
of  premises  where  filling  materials  are  used.  Premises  used  for  re¬ 
making  or  reconditioning  of  any  article  are  exempt  from  registra¬ 
tion.  There  are  no  registered  premises  in  the  district  but  premises 
where  articles  of  furniture  are  reconditioned  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

SCHOOLS  AND  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

There  are  five  schools,  one  cinema  and  one  public  hall  in  the 
district,  these  have  been  regularly  inspected,  one  complaint  of  un¬ 
satisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  at  a  school  was  investigated 
and  found  to  be  unfounded. 

ERADICATION  OF  VERMIN  AND  INSECT  PESTS. 

Eradication  is  effected  by  the  use  of  liquid  and  powder  in¬ 
secticides  containing  D.D.T.  or  gammexane  together  with  steam 
disinfestation  of  bedding  and  clothing  in  appropriate  cases.  This 
work  is  carried  out  by  a  trained  operator  and  all  treatments  have 
proved  very  successful  and  re-infestation  negligible.

During  the  year,  three  Registered  Distributors  of  milk  ceased 
business,  all  of  whom  had  held  Dealers’  Licences  for  the  sale  of 
Sterilised  milk.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  AND  BIOLOGICAL  TESTS 

OF  MILK 

During  the  year,  seventy  samples  of  milk  produced  or  retailed 
in  the  District  were  submitted  for  examination.  The  results  are 
set  out  below  in  detail,  and  can  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory. 
Almost  all  the  Milk  now  supplied  in  the  District  "is  safe,  boing 
either  of  the  special  designations  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised,  or  raw 
Milk  produced  from  Tuberculin  Tested  herds.

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Ice  cream  samples  placed  in  grades  1  and  2  are  deemed  satis” 
factory  and  those  in  grades  3  and  4  unsatisfactory. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  recommendation  is  that  over  any 
period  of  six  months  50  per  cent,  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should 
fall  into  Grade  I,  80  per  cent,  into  Grades  I  or  2,  not  more  than 
20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3  and  none  into  Grade  4. 


From  the  foregoing  table  it  is  seen  that  of  all  the  samples 
taken  05  5  per  cent,  of  the  ice  cream  and  96.3  per  cent,  of  the 
water  ice  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  the  high  standard  of  hygiene  reported  last  year  has  been 
maintained  and  improved  upon  during  1951. 
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The  unsatisfactory  sample  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the 
district  was  the  subject  of  special  investigation  and  after  methods 
of  sterilisation  were  improved  further  samples  were  found  to  be 

satisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  of  ice  cream  and  water  ice  manu¬ 
factured  outside  the  district  were  referred  to  the  appropriate  Local 
Authority  and  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory.
